Estate of the Great Musician Was Es­ 
timated at His Demise to Amount 


to About $17. 


Lawrence Gilman writes as follows 
regard in sr the poverty of Franz Schu­ 
bert (1797-1828), one of the great ('st 
and 
most 
Inspired 
composers 
the 
world ever knew, says the Denver 
News. 
“ Schubert, who was almost the age 
of his contemporary, 
Shelley, com­ 
poned his Ii minor symphony In the 
year of Shelley’s death. Like Shelley, 
Ih* was too well beloved of the gods; 
Shelley died at thirty, Schubert at 
thirty-one. He was four-fifths peasant 
and he sang like a rustic angel. When 
he died lie left behind him personal 
affects valued at a little over 812 and 
some of the loveliest music In exist­ 
ence. A few coats, waistcoats, trousers, 
shoes, shirts, cravats, handkerchiefs, 
socks, one hat, one towel, one sheet, 
two bedcase*, one mattress, one hol­ 
ster, one quilt and a quantity of manu­ 
scripts appraised by the official Inven­ 
tory at ten florins (about $4.80), con­ 
stituted 
his 
material 
possession*. 
Within a year of his death be had 
boon unable to afford a 17-cont dinner 
and he was selling some of the great­ 
est songs ever written for the Ut—0 
price of four subway tickets. 
As Sir 
George Grove observes, 'beside tills, 
the poverty of Mozart— the first of the 
two great musicians whom Vicuna has 
allowed to starve— was wraith.’ 
Sir 
George is exercised because lie can 
find In Schubert no trace of ‘formal or 
dogmatic religion.’ 
No doubt a life­ 
time of privation aud neglect and ii 
miserable deathbed should dispose a 
man toward ‘formal or dogmatic re­ 
ligion,’ and develop a spirit of humble 
gratitude for so Instructive an experi­ 
ence of the ways of Providence.”

States and throughout Kurope. 
Tho 
Intention is to intensify the present ef­ 
forts for the relief of tho blind an I to 
londuct ss light to prevent blindness. 
It was the World war which was re­ 
sponsible for the proposed intensified 
campaign in behalf of the blind and 
in behalf of those who are threatened 
with blindness. 
The United States 
had only IOU men blinded in battle, 
but It has 75,00b civilians who are 
sightless. France had 8,000 men blind­ 
ed as a result of battle, and In Italy 
1,000 men lost their sight from war 
causes. 
The figures of Great Britain, 
Russia and other countries engaged in 
the war are not at present available. 
Winifred Holt of New York, who is 
an artist of note, Iihn been in W ash­ 
ington superintending the formation 
of the committee for the blind. 
She 
is the founder of the chain of “ Light 
Houses” for tin* sightless that have 
been established during the past 11 
years in thin country anil abroad.
